On my way I mel 
McPherson'n dead body; he was shot 
in the side, the ball going npward 
When I got back the body was" lying 
en the porch, and Sherman was goint 
up and down with slippers on his feet 
and bare headed, 
crying. Every 


time he passed the body he would 
look down, and his eyes filled np 
•gain. At that time officers 
anil 


orderlies were riding up for orders, 
and he would answer them, and then 
continue his rapid walk, and look 
down at the body. It was a very 
affecting sceue. That night I was 
riding from the frout with Sherman, 
and we had several miles to go over. 
All the way back be talked incessant 
)y of McPherson, and be told me this. 
"Warner," he said, "I thought Mo 
Pbersou would be the man to close 
oat thus war. Grant and I are pretty 
snre to be knocked over before it is 
done, either by the enemy or public 
opinion; we will both make some 
mistake, or be accused of some mis 
take, which will set ns aside; and I 
had looked on McPherson ae tbe man 
to conduct our armies to the end of 
tbe war. He is a great, great loss.

•ore of winning something handsome 
that her disappointment nearly upset 
her reason, and she is to day one of 
the most wretched citizens of Paris. 
A cloth manufacturer of tbe capital 
hud presented to the committee a 
piece of his own cloth, which was 
offered as a prias. There were 11,- 
999 to 1 again* t his drawing it; aud 
yet he drew it, and nothing else. 
Andriot seems to be as thrifty and 
sensible aa most Frenchmen abont 
money.

to tbe founder of this wide-spread 
and popular benevolent order, who 
was a patriarch at tliirty-nme, from, 
the New York World, aa of personal 
interest to our local;Knigbtu:

Tbe visit to New York of Justus H.J 
„ 


Bathbone, tbe founder of tbe ord«r niisoelli 
of the Knights of Pythias, and Senior 
Past Supreme Chancellor of the or- 
der,' has awakened a, great deal of 
interest among the 
officers and! 


members in thia section. Mr. Bath 
bone has not yet ranched the prime 
of life, being but 39, H,e,was born 
in Deerfoot, New: York; isj tall; but 
not too strong, and is likely to live 
to a good old age. He1»tells 
stories of his tours in tbe Wi 
where the lodges _ be visited looked 
for a patriarch, and hardly,believed 
that the young man before them was 
the originator of their order. Con- 
cerning the founding of the order, 
Mr. Ratbboue says that whop he was 
19 he was teaching school in Michi- 
gan. The boys were anxious to get 
up a sort of dramatic entertainment; 
but lacked ladies to do tbe female 
parts. To overcome this they wrote 
to a dramatic agency in New York to 
send them plays with as few female 
characters as possible. 
One of them 


sent happened to be ''Damon and 
Pythias." and while reading it over 
young Batbbone thought he saw a 
good chance for a secret brotherly or- 
ganization. > He immediately wrote 
out the ritual, which be carried in 
his pocket for some years. During 
1864 be was stationed in Washington' 
as a military attache to the War De 
partment. He gathered a few clerks 
of tbe different departments together 
on the evening of February 15th, and 
after duly binding them to secrecy, 
read the ritual of the Knights of Py- 
thias, which pleased them so much 
that they immediately began to form 
a lodge. Then came jealousies and 
contentions, 
which threatened at 


times to sap the growth of the body. 
Mr. Bathbone fought against odds 
and flna'ly succeeded in overcoming 
his opponents, Now the order num- 
bers 110,000 members, and has thirty- 
four Grand Lodges, besides a Su-) 
preme Lodge. 
The initials of tbe 


order are F. O. B , meaning "Friend- 
ship, Charity and Benevolence." As 
a token of tbe esteem and respect in 
which Mr. Batbbone is held, the Su- 
preme Lodge of the world presented 
him with a gold badge, which he car- 
ries with him.
